As a Wine Market 

A very Important Italian official In 
Washington re<'ently dined with some 
Ifalo .\merlcan friends. Tliey had 
nil been born In Italy, nnd be pre¬ 
sumed of course that their taste In I 
wine would be good. 

"Maybe It was a bint, nnd T did not 
recognize It,"he told Ihe writer. "May¬ 
be they fliought 1 would nt once send 
them a case of really good wine from 
the embassy. Uut the fact ts they 
served nte some perfeefly miserable 
wine. T think It was California. Cer¬ 
tainly It was not Imported. My own 
thought Is thnt If Italian people, as a 
result of American prohibition, have 
had their tastes so Impnireil. what 
hope Is there for onr recovering even 
the market for our wines thnt we had 
before prohibition?" 

Cnlifornln, nnd to a lesser extent 
New York state ntnl some other sec¬ 
tions. nre certainly out to get what¬ 
ever market then* Is In this conniry 
for low-price*! wines. ('nllfi»rnla’s 
prohleni on this Is simple, hut Inter¬ 
esting. When pr*»hlbltion enme. many 
California vineyards were plowed nn- 
der. Then arose a tremendous *le- 
mnnd for grapes from would-he wine 
makers. So the price of grapes soared. 

! California overdid the planting In at¬ 
tempting to meet this demand, tut 
this was not apparent until along 
nhont lOfU), because It takes grapes 
aome time to come Into bearing. 

Then, to get rid of the grapes at 
aome price or other, there developed 
the business of experts making wine 
for people In their own cellars, thus 
avoiding the tolls of the law. This 
business mounted to unbelievable pro¬ 
portions In the Insr two years of pro¬ 
hibition. Then It blew up. and It be¬ 
came necessary to market the Cali¬ 
fornia wine In the normal way. Which 
California hns heen doing, to the great 
distress of foreign wine makers.

Prospects that the South will buy 
less com from Iowa, Illinois. Indiana 
and other hig corn raising states of 
the Mid-West are already disturbing 
senators and memhera of the house 
from that region. So far there are no 
political repercuaslona In the corn 
raising states, hut they are coming, 
unless Borne very shrewd observers 
miss their guess very hadl.v. 

Whnt has happened Is this: cotton 
planters, taking money not to raise 
cotton. In many Instances have turned 
to corn. This ts said to be true all 
through the cotton helu But the cot¬ 
ton belt has always been a splendid 
market for middle western corn. Just 
to cite a typical example, Georgia for¬ 
merly bought ahout fiO.OOO.fXX) bushels 
a year, though perfectly capable of 
supplying her own corn needs without 
bringing In a bushel. 

So this splendid market for mhl- 
west corn Just may not be there this 
year I Whereupon there will be very 
loud outcries Indeed against a govern¬ 
ment which has paid the southern 
planters not to raise cotton. 

It Is rather curious, but In the old 
days before the boll weevil became 
such n menace In the southeastern 
state.-, the Department of Agriculture 
campaigned all the time for diversifi¬ 
cation. The department experts want¬ 
ed the cotton planters to turn to other 
crops, to produce their own pork, their 
own milk nnd butter, their own corn, 
etc. 

The boll weevil came along after 
years of Intensive but utterly futile ef¬ 
fort In this dlrecrlon. Some sections 
were transformed. In one county of 
G4»orgln there Is n monument to the 
boll weevil. In a tribute to the In¬ 
creased prosperity Its ravages event¬ 
ually produced for that section. 

Gets Another Push 

Now along comes the cotton eiirtnll- 
ment program, and gives another push 
In the same direction. Which Is all 
very well for the South—though there 
are those w.ho have their grave doubts 
about thnt, whnt with the speedy de¬ 
velopment of foreign cotton produc¬ 
tion, which makes one wonder about 
the future—but what about the pro¬ 
ducers who formerly supplied the 
South with whnt the South Is now 
raising? I’articularly the corn grow¬ 
ers of the Middle West? 

This particular storm has not burst. 
Tet It would be most timely at the 
moment, with AAA under fire ahout 
the cotton processing tax, with New 
England and southern mills closing 
down allegedly because of Japanese 
textile competition, and AAA none too 
popular anyhow. 

No one In Washington aeems to he 
taking a long range view of Ihe prob¬ 
lem. But It Is most Interesting thnt 
the storm center of trouble aeems like¬ 
ly to be In the Middle West—the stales 
from Indiana to Iowa—by harvest 
time. This Is Important because If the 
storm center were In the South, while 
there might be plenty of political 
thunder and llghlntng there, no one 
would figure It very seriously with 
r4>s[iect to political prosiiecta next 
year.
